Vv. FINE—Has been circulated but all 
features and lettering are sharp. 

FINE—Has all features and lettering 
but not sharp. Liberty is readable. 

Vv. G.—Has border rims most features 
and lines visible. Part of Liberty visible. 

GOOD—All feutures and lines worn but 
visable. 

FAIR—Considerably worn. 

POOR—Considerably worn smocth, or 
corroded, good only as space filler. 


This grading is used only as a guide to 
help you and is a general medium used by 
all dealers and collectors in the Numis- 
matic field, 


POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coius 
graded very good. One graded tne should 
have full liberty. 


6 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a tue 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin classed as very fine has tull horn ani 
tail snows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines shuw, a fine coin suould have 
most all lines,

in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coims depends grsatiy on the 
condition. Never cieau or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. lf you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert tolders and other suppiies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins ao not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more tnan 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. 8. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
iace vaiue, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many seis as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress. 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at tace 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

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PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
OLD BILLS — OLD DENOMINATIONS

Anyone have two fours for an eight? 

If you think the question is far-fetched, treat yourself to a second look 
at our picture of the bank note. What you will see is one of the very few 
illustrations of an obsolete $8 bill. 

Such a note would have been good money in this country at a time when 
a man quite reasonably could have reached for his billfold and produced a $3 
ai or a $4. An $8 was unusual even for then! 

The note is issued by The Merchants’ Bank of South Carolina, at Cheraw, S.C. It is not signed, 
numbered or dated, but its style suggests that its vintage hearkens back eleven or more decades. 
Engravers were Draper, Toppan, Longacre & Co., Philadelphia and New York. The bill is printed in 
black on this white paper. The reverse is blank. 
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The odd denomination reflects a tradition of the era of private banking, when each bank did 
everything it could to circulate its own notes. A note in circulation to a large extent represented a 
free loan of the face amount. So, early notes were striking in their appearance, partly to defy the 
counterfeiter and partly to give them the look of ‘‘good money”, which the public had come to expect. 
Unusual denominations simply were an effort to produce a bill that would capture the public’s fancy, 
at a time when bank note traditions were far less firmly established than now. Many early banks 
offered bills in denominations $1, $2, $3 and $5. Canada, at the same period, showed a fondness for $1, 
$2, and $4 notes: sixes, sevens and twenty-fives have since been experimented with, and failed. 

Old ‘“‘broken” bills, such as the one illustrated, have a sizable, growing following among United 
States collectors, and with reason. Many of the notes possess distinct beauty, and some represent 
virtually the only record of pioneer banking institutions which failed. Collectors priding themselves 
in local history gain great satisfaction from tracing down early notes of their own town, county or 
state. Often such bills can be had for, at most, a few dollars. Of many relatively common types, sup- 
plies remain in dealers’ stocks. As long as this is the case, prices are modest. Higher values attach 
themselves to scarcer bills which only come on the market when a collection is being broken up, or a 
new “discovery” of old notes is made. 

But a few hundred more collectors in this field could dry up available sources of supply. 

Several characteristics of the illustrated note bear emphasizing, with their implications. The note 
is made out “to or bearer’’, a form often seen on the earlier notes. The first person to 
whom the bill was presented was expected to enter his name. The allegorical vignette, representing 
produce of farm, of industry, and of the sea, is an old tradition in bank note art. 

The fact that the note bears neither date nor validating signatures indicates that it never was 
money. No doubt it was left over, unissued, when the bank failed. This is not unusual with “broken 
bank”’ currency. However, the note would be regarded by most as more desirable if it bore authentic 
pen-and-ink dating, signatures and numbers. 

With many early banks, though, it is only unsigned bills (perhaps in complete sheets as print- 
ed) that prove available in sizable supply.

50 YEARS FROM NOW 


The magic of electronics will 
eliminate the use of money and 
checks within 50 to 75 years, ac- 
cording to electronics engineers. 


Instead of money, everybody 
will have an electronic card for 
bank deposits and withdrawals, 
charge payments and cash buy- 
ing, says Warren S. Stevens, 
assistant editor of Modern Office 
Procedures magazine. 


Electronics engineers, says 
Stevens in an article entitled 
“Will Money Go Out of Style?” 
have the know-how to build all 
parts of a new monetary system 
that completely eliminates the 
need for cash, coin and checks. 
The only barrier is the time it 
will take to change over from the 
present cash and check setup. 


Key to the new system, Stevens 
says, is a plastic-coated card, 
about the size of a standard iden- 
tification card, with a complete 
printed circuit—the basis of an 
electronic meter that contains 
the amount of dollars available 
to the user. Deposits will send 
the meter up; payments will send 
it down, in amounts as small as 
one cent 


Each card will contain visible 
identification and an invisibl elec- 
tronic code number assigned to 
the owner. If the card is lost or 
stolen, all withdrawals against 
that number can be stopped elec- 
tronically. 


Users will have a _ handsize 
“reader” to show how much 
money is left in their electronic 
pocketbooks. Money totals will 


|not be visible on the card, only 


on the reader when the card is 
inserted in it. 


You'll be able to use your card 
to buy goods and pay bills, Each 
time you “spend” some of its 
value, the correct amount will be 
withdrawn from the card by elec- 
tronic equipment at the place 
where you buy. Simultaneously, 
this data will be transmitted to 
a central bank, deducted from 
your account, and added to the 
vendor’s. 


You won’t even have to hunt 
for change when you want to 
buy something from a vending 
machine or put a dime into a 
parking meter. Just insert your 
money card and the machine will 
deduct the proper amount. 


“Banks,” predict Stevens, “will 
become huge electronic data-pro- 
cessing cents, handling not dol- 
lars and coins but electronic im- 
pulses. Checking accounts will be 
balanced in  split-seconds, and 
check forgeries and embezzle- 
ments will soon be forgotten 
crimes.”

die for the reverse was partially filled in where the lines appear 


at 


the front of the canoe as these lines are quite fine and may easily 


be plugged up. 


However, regardless of the reason, it is this specially minted 


lot of dollars for the firm in Arnprior that lacks a line and a half

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CANADA‘S COINAGE SERIES IV. 


TEN CENTS, SILVER — HISTORIC CHALLENGING 
By Harold Don Allen 
i Canada’s silver ten cent piece never called a ‘“‘dime”’ is 
unchanged in format in 100 years, which makes it nine years older 
than the nation. A ten cent denomination was included in the 
first decimal coinage struck for the Province of Canada (Quebec 





produced for New Brunswick in 1862 and 1864 and Newfoundland 
inauguarated its decimal circulation with such a piece in 1865. But

¥ Seventy-five dates of this federal ten cents have appeared, with a 
number of interesting sub-varieties. Like all Canada’s coins, these | 
pieces broadly type themselves by reigning monarchs, and a type | 
i collection should not be difficult to acquire, though individual dates 
may be decidedly scarce. 
| Prior to 1908, Canadian ten cent pieces without mint mark 
h were the work of the Tower Mint, London, England. The “H” mint 
mark, known on some or all the ten cent coins of eleven dates f 
“4 this series, indicates a piece struck at the private Heaton Mint, 
Birmingham, England, with which the Tower Mint sub-contracted. 
Since 1908, all Canadian coinage has been struck at the Royal-Can- 
) adian Mint, Ottawa, with no mint mark employed on decimal coin- 
age for Canada. (The “C’”’ mint mark ppears on certain Newfound- 
land coins and on Ottawa-produced gold sovereigns.) 

It is interesting to note that there are no less than thirteen 
dates since 1870 for which no en cent pieces were struck, including 
the entire period from 1922 to 1927. Unlike the silver five cent and 

}, fifty cent pieces of the same decade, however, no ten cent coins are 
considered to have been melted down. Referring to an earlier period, 

. on the other hand, melting down of surpluses might be one explan- 

¢ ation of the demonstrated scarcity fo all silver denominations of 
1875 coins. 

Ten cent pieces dated prior to 1910 have become virtually un- 
obtainable from circulation, except for the odd specimen marred by 
extreme wear. Even coins dated in the later years of the George V 
reign are difficult to pick up in presentable shape. So the accom- 
panying chart cust be modified in the reader’s mind to present a 
true picture of present rarity. Among Victorian and Edwardian 
pieces in acceptable preservation, the first half of the chart offers 
a fair graphing of comparative scarcity, if the 1875 confusion is 

| borne in mind. The second part of the chart is a good picture of 
today’s circulation, but the older dates that turn up are definitely 
worn. 

Of the attractive Schooner Bluenose reverse, introduced with 
the coinage of George VI and retained on present (Elizabeth II) 

oins, earlier dates are showing wear, but only the slim 1948 release 
422,741) calls for much of a search. 

_ The ten cent coin, generally, is one of which a fair representa- 
tion can be obtained from pocket change but the Canadian col- 
lector of this series has a right to lament not being born — or start- 





ing collecting twenty years sooner, when most of today’s scarci- 
ties could fairly easy be found. 
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The legendary “1936 dot” ten cents we have included in the 
statistics for 1936, regardless of the fact they were struck the 
following year. What with 192,000 missing dots, or missing “dimes”, 
we prefer to affirm the variety as non-collectible, and point out that 
if one turned up with dot missing, any collector would unhesitantly 
class it as “1936”. Hence, our statistic. 

The 1947 ‘“‘Maple Leaf” variety, which exists for the same sort 
of stop-gap reason as the fabled “dot”, is plentifully accessible - 
in fact, as noted, it is the normal 1948 which proves difficult to 
acquire, 

Varieties exist in several other dates, notably the 1893 and 
1913, but the ten cent series lacks the great diversity of minor vari- 
ations characteristic of Canada’s George VI fifty cent coins.
